The  telegrams  from  Rio  Grande  this 
morning  indicate  that  Gumersindo  Saraiva, 
has  cut  the  railway  line  between  Bage*  and 
Pelotas  and  is  now  operating  in  thai  district 
with  a  force  of  3,000  men.  The  complete 
state  of  disorganization  into  which  the  gov- 
ernment forces  have  fallen  makes  it  difficult 
for  them  to  meet  litis  emergency,  and  the 
situation  may  therefore  be  considered  some- 
what critical  lor  them,  It  was  evident 
that  the  telegrams  from  the  partizan  leaders, 
Pinheiro  Machado  and  Lima,  about  die 
defeat  of  Saraiva's  force  at  various  places, 
were  false  in  every  particular,  and  sub- 
sequent telegrams  have  proved  this.  Sar- 
aiva has  fought  the  national  and  stale  forces 
only  when  it  suited  his  purpose  to  do 
so  and  when  the  chances  were  in  his  fa- 
vor. Either  purposely,  or  through  failure 
to  understand  his  movements,  the  national 
commanders  have  invariably  reported  every 
one  of  Saraiva's  retreats  as  an  overwhelming 
defeat.  Saraiva,  however,  has  not  only 
kept  his  forces  together,  but  he  has  inflicted 
several  reverses  on  his  opponents,  am!  has 
maintained  himself  in  the  field  in  spite  of  a 
vastly  superior  force.  This  certainly  is  far 
from  defeat  and  the  dispersal  o(  his  army. 
After  one  of  these  so-called  defeats  on  the 
20th  ult.,  the  pursuing  force  under  Col. 
Menna  Barrelo  was  suddenly  attacked  by 
Saraiva  at  Serrilhada  and  one  infantry  batta- 
lion, at  least,  was  badly  cut  up.  Both  com- 
manders claim  the  victory,  ol  course,  but 
the  advantages  were  certainly  with  the  fede- 
ralists. Their  pursuers  have  been  able  to 
do  nothing  since,  while  Saraiva  has  pushed 
his  command  further  and  further  into  the 
slate  until  he  is  now  within  a  very  short 
distance  of  Pelotas.  It  is  evident  that  the 
revolution  in  Rio  Grande  must  be  met  by 
something  more  substantial  than  false  tele- 
grams, if  it  is  ever  to  be  subdued.

than  any  other  people,  with  other  ideas 
and  traditions,  can  imitate  it.  Fiance 
has  twice  tried  the  experiment,  and  all  the 
Latin  countries  of  America  have  vainly 
essayed  to  achieve  the  same  result,  but  no 
man  will  dare  to  affirm  that  they  have 
succeeded.  We  may  safely  conclude,  then, 
that  a  government  is  the  tangible  expression 
of  the  political  habits  and  ideas  of  a  people, 
and  it  must  therefore  be  as  distinct  and 
different  from  all  others  as  are  the  people 
themselves.  Worthy  of  emulation  as  the 
great  American  republic  may  be,  it  can 
not  be  the  model  on  which  all  other 
governments  can  successfully  be  built. 
Each  government  should  be  adapted  solely 
to  the  wants  and  peculiarities  of  its  people, 
for  only  through  this  can  its  success  be 
assured.

One  hundred  and  seventeen  years  are  but 
a  very  short  period  in  the  lile  of  a  great  na- 
tion,  but   in   that  of  the  young   republic 
whose  national  anniversary  we  celebrate  to- 
day  it  represents   a  political   development 
and  material  progress  which   have  never  yet 
been  equalled.     Other    nations   may  have 
achieved  as  much,   but  never  in   so  brief  a 
time ;   and   they    may    have  developed    a 
stronger    and     more     perfectly    organized 
system  of   government,   but  never  with  so 
little  injustice  and   with    so  general  a  par- 
ticipation in   its  benefits  and  glories  by  all 
classes.    Marvellous  as  the  material  develop- 
ment of  the  United  States  has   been,  it  has 
been  no  greater   and  no   more  wonderful 
than  the  social  development  of  its  people. 
Wealth  and  all   the  accessories    of  modern 
civilization   have   been    the   rewards  of  in- 
dustry   applied     to    agriculture,     mining, 
manufactures  and   commerce,   while  peace, 
freedom,  general  education  and  a  remark- 
able degree   of  civilization    have   been  the 
fruits  of  the  political  system  established  in 
that   country.      It    would     take    volumes, 
in  fact,    to  describe   the  many  advantages 
and    privileges    enjoyed    under    the    great 
American   republic,    and    to    satisfactorily 
explain    the  many  causes    and    conditions 
from  which  they  have    sprung.      It  is  our 
purpose,    however,    to   simply  call  the  at- 
tention   of    our    readers    in    this    distant 
country  to  one  or  two  simple  facts.     There 
is   no    necessity    for    us    to    recount    the 
progress  of  the   United  States,    nor  for  us 
to  describe  its  wealth  and  power ;  these  are 
matters  of  common,  world-wide  knowledge. 
It  is  not  so  well  understood,  however,  that 
all  this  is  less  the  product  of  the  system  of 


f   affairs   in  which  we  find  lln 
monetary  institutions  to  beat  the  present  lime. 

UpioUvemy  years  ago  it  was  generally  admit- 
ted  that  the  business  of  banks  in  Australia  was  con- 
ducted willl  talent  and  prudence.  Since  ihal  lime, 
however,  ihe  principles  on  which  the  banks  wcie 
founded  have  been  seriously  departed  from,  llieir 
advances  taking  the  form  of  loans,  either  at  long 
dales  or  on  securities  which  could  not  be  realized 
except  over  a  lengthened  period.  The  departure 
from  prudent  banking  operations  has  endangered 
their  position.  It  was  shown  how  the  resources 
of  ihe  banks  within  ihe  colony  had  been  augmented 
by  taking  deposits  on  ibis  side,  and  we  now  propose 
to  deal  willl  the  extent  of  ihe  advances,  and  loin- 
quire  into  Ihe  necessity  for  inking  the  deposits. 
We  will  go  only  solar  back  as  1S80,  In  that  year 
the  advances  of  all  the  banks  in  Australia,  in  all 
the  colonies,  aiiiounled  lo  ^58,000.000,  and  the 
banks,  as  a  whole,  conducted  this  business  without 
becoming  borrowers  in  England.  In  1892  those 
advances  were  £  141,000,000,  an  increase  ol  14; 
per  cent,  and  on  this  latter  date  their  deposits  in 
England  amounted  to  about  £  43,000,000.  If  ihe 
trade  of  the  colonies  had  expanded  in  like  propor- 
tions, we  could  only  have  pointed  to  this  wonderful 
increase  as  phenomenal,  but  our  researches  have 
led  us  to  inquire  into  the  growth  of  trade  during 
Ihe  same  period,  and  ive  find  that  in  1SS0  the 
exports  of  all  the  colonies  to  parts  beyond  the  seas, 
eliminating  the  over-border  trade,  i.  e.,  ihe  Irade 
of  one  colony  wilh  another,  amounted  to  30 Jf  nli l- 
and  111  1891— Ihe  latest  reliable  returns 
available -those  exporis  amounted  Is  44  millions, 
ease  0(43  per  cent.  We  come  to  the  con- 
clusion, therefore,  that  the  mercantile  trade  in 
Australia  has  not  necessitated  the  phenomenal 
increase  in  banking  business. 

The  advances  by  the  batiks  are  all  within  ihe  col- 
onies, and  Ihe  greater  proportion  of  the  increase  in 
their  advances  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  a  de- 
parture from  the  old-established  rules  of  banking, 
by  making  loans  on  properly  at  long  dates  or  011 
securities  which  could  not  be  realised  over  a  period 
of  time  loo  serious  to  contemplate  from  a  sound 
banking  point  of  view. 

The  great  industry  of  the  coleny  is  squalling 
Advances  on  such  properties  cannot  be  termed  by 
bankers  liquid  security.  Therein  lies  to  a  great 
extent  ihe  trouble  at  ihe  present  time.  That  a 
large  proportion  of  the  business  is  thus  represented 
is  evidenced  by  the  banks  assuming  the  position  of 
wool  importers  into  this  country.  No  one  can  sup- 
pose that  those  consignments  are  diverted  from  the 
merchants  of  Australia  except  under  the  pressure 
which  can  be  enloreed  by  Ihe  banks  as  mortgagees. 
It  is  notorious  in  the  Australian  trade  that  bankers 
during  the  past  few  years  have  so  conducted  their 
business  as  almost  completely  to  do  away  with  ihe 
necessity  for  ihe  merchant  :  the  trade  in  Australia 
is  ,inw  chiefly  in  ihe  hands  of  the  banks  ami 
retailers. 

Their  bank  credits,  lor  small  and  large  consign- 
ments, are  sown  broadcast  over  England  and  the 
continent.  Everywhere  we  find  that  efforts  have 
been  made  to  obtain  money  bom  this  side  of  ihe 
world  for  what  has  been  termed  the  development  of 
Australia.  It  would  have  been  well  for  the  banks 
concerned  had  they  opposed  such  an  outpouring 
of  our  money  into  their  lap.

-The  number  of  liquidations— ty  fire-lasl 
month  was  unusually  large.  We  do  not  rem. 
ember   anything    like  it    for  June. 

—The  hoot  and  shoe  exports  from  Great  Ihilain 
to  Brazil  during  the  month  of  April  were  vidued  at 
^54,023,  again*!  ,£50,423  in  the  same  month  of 
1892,  and  ,£83,384  in  that  of  1S91. 

—The  municipal  prefect  has  now  asked  the 
national  government  for  an  indemnity  for  hisses 
inclined  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  catlle  for  local 
consumption,  winch  is  said  lo  have  been  done  by 
order  of  the  minister  of  justice,  If  ibe  municipal 
government  will  mix  itself  u p  in  such  transactions, 
1  hen  those  who  elect  it  should  stand  the  loss.  We 
see  no  justice  in  imposing  these  losses  on  llie 
national  Treasury.  The  amount  asked  for  is 
5,067,661^260. 

—In  case  ol  a  war  with  Argentina  what  would 
be  the  stale  of  things  in  Brazil?  We  are  now 
living  largely  upon  Argentine  (and  Uruguayan) 
jerked  beef,  live  catlle,  hay,  maize,  and,  lo  a  limi- 
ted extent,  wheaten  flour.  We  are  also  receiving 
horses  and  mules  from  that  country.  Were  a  war 
to  shut  otT  these  supplies,  what  would  be  the 
situation  here?  Is  it  not  wiser  fnr  a  country, 
then,  to  encourage  the  production  oF  IodiI,  Ihan  of 
manufactured  products  and  luxuries? 

—Much  is  being  said  in  the  United  Stales  of 
improvements  in  the  postal  service,  and  of  the 
time  gained  in  the  transmission  of  mails  to  Europe. 
It  is  a  pity  that  this  pari  of  South  America  could 
not  also  be  included  in  this  matter.  The  service 
in  this  direction  could  not  possibly  be  worse,  and  it 
proves  not  only  ignorance  on  the  part  of  officials 
but  also  a  very  reprehensible  indifference.  For 
nsiarice,  to  send  mails  to  Kin  de  Janeiro  by  a 
steamer  running  to  I'arA  and  Manaos  is  not  much 
belter  than  to  send  the  mails  to  Panama. 

— The  police  have  at  last  established  new  rales 
fur  carriage  and  tilbury  hire,  which  will,  we  trust, 
put  a  stop  to  the  impositions  enforced  during  tlie 
past  two  years,  Every  driver  must  carry  a  scHe- 
dule  of  rales  and  show  them  to  Ids  customer.  The 
tilbury  rate  within  the  cily  /one,  from  the  Gloria 
market  to  Rjia  Visconde  de  Sapticahy,  including 
the  Central  railway  station,  is  I  $000  in  the  day  and 
2$ooo  at  night.  To  the  Largo  do  Caltete  the  day 
rale  is  1^500,  to  the  end  of  the  Praia  de  Botafogo 
2^500,  and  to  the  Tijuca  diligence  station  ;$ooo. 
The  rates  are  slill  excessively  high. 

—The  Tacific  Company's  royal  mail  steamer 
Lhuria  arrived  in  the  Mersey  from  Valparaiso  and 
intermediaie  ports  on  Monday  evening,  and  will  be 
temporarily  withdrawn  bom  the  line  in  order  to 
be  filled  with  new  boilers  and  to  have  her  engines 
tripled.  Ii  is  a  curious  fact  iliat  this  vessel,  which 
was  bllill  in  1894,  should,  on  her  last  voyage,  have 
made  the  fastest  passage  011  record  to  the  Pacific, 
through  the  Strails  of  Magellan,  notwithstanding 
calls  at  several  intermediaie  ports,  the  London  mail 
of  the  4th  March  being  delivered  in  Valparaiso  on 
Tuesday  morning,  4II1  April,  the  lime  being 
30  %  days.—  Liverpool  exchanges,    May  31st. 

—Just  how  correctly  a  politician  can  be  trusted 
to  discern  the  real  needs  of  a  new  country  has  a 
good  illustration  in  the  additional  premiums  voted 
by  tlie  Minas  legislature.  This  act  authorizes 
premiums  of  1,000$  to  exhibitors  securing  prem- 
iums at  Chicago  on  tea,  silk,  spun  anil  woven 
products  and  wine,  and  500$  for  those  on  iron, 
manufactured  leather,  sugar-cane  products,  Coffee, 
tobacco  and  wax.  Minas  is  essentially  a  mining 
and  grazing  country,  though  southern  Minas  has 
some  rich  agricultural  districts.  The  slate  has  rich 
iron  deposits  which  should  be  developed.  In  view 
of  these  facts,  the  preference  given  to  exotic  indus- 
tries is  noteworthy.  Encouragement  for  the  pro- 
duction of  forage  plants  would  he  much  belter,  in 
our  opinion,  than  those  ol  silk,  tea  and  wine. 

—The  Amazon  Steam  Navigation  Company's 
report  lor  the  year  1 892  stales  that,  after  providing 
for  depreciation  on  llie  steamers  and  material,  and 
also  the  sum  of  ^4.896,  being  the  book  value  of 
the  small  stern-wheel  steamer  Colibri  (lost),  the 
balance  al  the  credit  of  the  profit  and  loss  account 
including /l, 058  brought  forward  from  1891)  is 
Ao4sl.  Of  this  an  interim  dividend  of  7s.  6d. 
per  share  was  paid  in  January  last,  absorbing 
/■ic  ie7  The  directors  now  recommend  the  pay- 
ment of  a  final  dividend  of  7s,  6d.  per  share,  and  a 
bonus  of  2s.  6d.  per  share,  or  4  per  cent,  (making 
7  per  cent,  for  ibe  year),  amounting  to  .£20,209, 
leaving  to  be  carried  forward  to  profit  and  loss 
account,  1893,  a  balance  of  £4,087.
